They have the ſatisfaction to employ the Vigor of 
their Age, conformably to the will and appointment 
of Him, who gave them not their faculties to be 
waſted and abuſed, but to be diligently exerted and 
improved, to the honour of his Name, and the com- 
mon benefit of his Crtatures.

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| Jones ae manly Faculties is added to diffuſe 
their influence throughout the whole f phere of their 
TConvetſation. From all which it is ob ious to con- 
clude for the importance of an early Diſcipline, or 
grounding our Youth betimes in thoſe religious and 
virtuous Principles, which may make their life and 
faculties uſeful to the world, inſtead of being Joſt in - 
| Ignorance, or proving detrimental by the growth of 
Vice. 
Bu r it is farther to be added, au yourh l is alſo 
judged the proper ſeaſon of Inſtruction, becauſe the 
mind is then moſt docile, and eaſieſt to receive itn- 
preſſions. At the firſt entrance of life we readily 
imbibe ſuch Notions-and Opinions, as do inſinuate 
themſelves from the example and diſcourſe-of thoſe 
with whom we uſually converſe, and for whom our 
relations and circumſtance of life are apt to give us 
reverence. But as this might ſometimes lay a wrong 
biaſs, and at all times would want to be directed by 
a certain rule or method; it cannot but appear ex- 
tremely p proper to throw in all chat additional advan- 
tage, which may be ſupplied by Care and Inſtitu- 
tion, and breeding up our Nuth in that regular 
progreſſion of Knowledge, which may prepare 
them, as their faculties enlarge, for ſubduing the 
corrupt Principle, and rendering a uniform obedi- 
ence to the Will of their Creator. Their diſpoſi- 
tions at that ſeaſon are ductile and pliant, their me- 


mory tenacious, and their paſſions not ungovernable.' 
And then it is of moment to give all that aid to che 
ſentiments

Bu this is 0 wharf eden mabere 
reaſonable and abſurd, that our Youth ſhould at all 
be prepoſſeſſed in favour of any partievlar ſenti- 


ments or ſyſtem; of Religion. They would have 


them left free and indifferent to all opinions, and 
judge entirely for themſelves, as their faculties en- 
large and.ripen, without any prejudice: or teſtraint 
upon their minds from the influence of other Peo- 
ple. There might perhaps be ſome colour for this 
conceit, if all men were created at once with a ma- 
turity of Judgment, and equally qualified to ſearch 
and examine into the grounds of credibility. But 
ſince it is notorious, that no man can attend to every 
ſort of evidence. that may be poſſibly alledged for 
every Truth or point of Doctrine in which he is 
concerned, without being at all beholden to the aſ- 
fiſtance and report of others: ſince many men have 
weaker Faculties, and many others have Hindrances 
and 3 which take them off from that

Moser certain; ic is chat human Nature is in à 
ſtare. of im pet fection, that we are all liable to Error; 
and have no infallible Jutige on earth to whom we 
may appeal. But is it hence to be concluded, that 
the young and uncxperienced can have no ad vantage 
fromm the Adyice and Inſtructions of che elder and 
more diſcerning i or becauſe: fore may happen to 
give out wrong Principles, ſhall we infer from thence 
that all had better to forbear the office of Inſtruc- 
tion, and leave the growing; Generation to the diſ- 
poſal of chance, or to the ſttength ef their on ſa- 
culties, undiſci plined and uninformed? If ahe ſame 
Patadox were advanced in dther points of Know- 
ledge, no doubt it would be cavily exploded, If the 
felf-tought Philoſephet be not a ſhing utterly im- 
poſſible, yet ſure it is very rarely to be expected: 
and the Negroes and Nottentots do ſurniſh ſuch 2 


frighiful picture of human Nature, unimprov ed by 


culture and diſoipline, as can never incl ine us 
to give up the ges of Education, ſor the ſake 
of that pretended freedom of thought, which may at- 


tend the removal of thoſe Prejudices it brings with it. 

\ PargxTs and Governors may err in other mat 
tots it» Well 86 in Religion; they may miſtake the 
It | B 2 good 
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good of their Children or Subjects in affairs of ſecu- 
lar concern, and direct then to what is hurtful and 
pernicious. But ſure it is their Duty, notwithſtand- 
ing this, to ſtudy and direct what is convenient for 
them according to the beſt of their judgment 2 and 


if in this humane method of proceeding; Error 


ſhould ſometimes be conveyed under the guiſe of 
Truth, yet it is always liable to be called over again 
by freſh examination; and the reverence we have 
for thoſe who had the forming of our Principles; 
though it may reaſonably reſtrain us from. any light 
or unadviſed deviation from them, yet it ſhould not 
be allowed to cloſe our eyes againſt ſober and ratio- 
nal conviction. 

AT all events the danger upon the whole will be 
abc leſs confiderable in this way, than if the Youth 
were left, without reſtraint or direction, to the 
chance of untaught Reaſonings, and unaflifted col- 
lection of theis own Enquiries. For beſides that 
they would be able to learn very little meerly by 
their private obſervation and experience, it could 
hardly be otherwiſe in the courſe of things, but that 
ſome Prejudice or other muſt lay hold on them. 
They have Appetites and Paſſions born within them, 
which are uſeful when kept under a proper regiment, 
but muſt needs be the ſource of great diſorder and 
confufion, when ſuffered to grow headſtrong and 
imperious. Theſe, in young People, are uſually 
diſplay'd with more vivacity, and have need of all 


the reſtraints os wholeſome Diſcipline, and —_— 
lp 


help of fober and ſerious: Iuſtruction, to > keep them 
from growing utterly exorbitant. The world about 
them abounds with Examples of different kinds, bur 
chiefly ſuch as are not conducted by the precepts of 
cleareſt Reaſon, and rules of ſolid Virtue. | And if 
theſe are to be look'd on, without caution, by the 
heat and temerity of Youth, that eagerly catches at 
what ſtrikes in with Inelination, and gives the pre- 
ference, not with foundnefs of Judgment, but prock 
pitancy of Affection. 

So. that after all, the proper queſtion is, not whe- 
ther our Nauth ſhould be prepoſſeſſed with Prejudice 
or no (fince ſome Prejudice or other, it ſeems, is 
unavoidable) but whether it is better their Prepoſ- 
ſeſſions ſhould ariſe from the Inſtruction of Perſons 
of ſuperior Knowledge, or from the lawleſs mo- 
tions of uncontrouled Concupiſcence, and predomi- 
nancy of corrupt Affection: whether our natural 
Corru ptions, but too ſtrong of themſelves, ſhould 
be left to gain additional ſtrength by cuſtom and in- 

dulgence, — or whether all the force and power that 
can give, would not much better be thrown into the 
ſcale of Virtue. The great importance hereof both 
to our preſent and future welfare, and alſo to the 
publick Security ; this muſt needs be a ſufficient 
argument in behalf of a religious and: virtuous 
Education: and if ſuch Education is not ſure to be 
always free from Error, yet no error which it brings 


can equal the miſchiefs * a general Licentiouſneſs, 
and 
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and having Youth bred up without the curb and. re- 


ſtraint of good Principles inſtilled into them. The 


wiſdom of Governors, and the care of Parents, or 
ſuch to whom the paternal Right and Authority de- 
volves, may generally be ſuppoſed to provide _ 
better for their welfare and improvement, than tl 


caſual progreſs of unaſſiſted Faculties, or any other 


method that can be preſcribed either for their ow! 
or for the common Good. | |

honeſt Induſtry, which is another neceſſary part of 
their Inſtruction. 

As the occaſiops of Societ do * require that i its 
Members be employed in 5 rent Occupations, in 
order to furniſh out, in great variety, thoſe ſaĩtable 
Proviſions of Life, which cannot be ſupplied by one 
or a few hands: ſo the intereſt of the individuals, to 
provide each a Subſiſtence for himſelf, makes ir for 
the moſt part neceſſary to betake . 4 to ſome 
ſtated Buſineſs or Employment, which they may be 
able to diſpatch with greater readineſs, and ſeck their 
own accommodation, by being ſoblervient to the 
publick utility. If People were not addicted to diſ- 
tint VI Gere and ſo uſed to ſupply one ano- 


ther with the product of their {kill and labour, but 
all

all leßt to lock out for chemſelves as their Gocabons 


and neceſſities required; "there could be little expec- 
tation of progreſs to be made in any Art or Manu- 
facture, we might every where look to ſee Diſtreſs 
and Poverty, and the natural conſequences of them, 
© Rapine' and Violence.” No one in that caſe could 
provide what was neceflary for himſelf, or be ex- 
pected to excel in any part of Labour, here none 
was duly cultivated. || 

And if it be neceſſary to ſet People apart for 
diſtin Occupations and Profeſſions of Life, no 
doubt but the time of Huth is the moſt proper ſea- 
ſon for ſuch ſeparation, on the ſame accounts which 
were before ſuggeſted in reſpect of the Knowledge 
of Religion. To enter upon Buſineſs in the decline 
of Life would afford but a diſcouraging proſpect, 
whatever {kill and improyement might happen to 
be attained by them wi ſhould have courage to 


attempt it. The decays of Age, and natural Infir- 


mity, will greatly retard and interrupt the purſuits 
of the moſt reſolute Induſtry, and make its produc- 
tions much lower and leſs confiderable. And death, 
in a thort time, muſt be expected to put an end to 
all, and cut off the advantages with which they 
might be flatter'd'by their late acquiſitions of Know- 
ledge and Experience.' But when our Dub are 
bred to Buſineſs and honeſt Induſtry, much good is 
likely to enſue from their future vigor and activity, 
the flower of their age will turn to publick benefit, 
and length of days will make it more extenſive. If 
ſome 
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ſome of theſe ſhould be cut off by immature. and 
untimely death, yet the generality will ſtand. as a 


ſtock for future times, as long as God ſees fit to 


continue a ſucceſſion of men to inhabit and culti- 
vate this earth, _ 0 
Ax p as moſt fruit is expoiied from the length 
and continuance of their labour: ſo in truth they 
are then moſt apt to learn the ſecret knack or me- 
thod of any Craft or Occupation, as well as the 
Principles or elements of Science. When the facul- 
ries are opening and growing towards maturity, that 
1s the proper ſeaſon to imprint any peculiar ſtamp 
or character upon the mind, and give it that turn 
and inclination to. Buſineſs, which could hardly be 
attempted with equal ſucceſs in more advanced 
years. The ground-work which is laid in the ten- 
der age of Touth, will grow ſtronger and more con- 
firmed in their maturer years: and then great pro- 
greſs and improvement is likely to be made on that 
foundation. But it the faculties are left to ſtiffen, 
before any attempts to make the firſt impreſſion, 
no doubt the work muſt go more difficultly on, 
and the neck, which has never been accuſtomed to 
the yoke, will find it more galling and uneaſy. 


There is a certain awkwardneſs and ill grace, that 


attends the learning of new methods in the advance 
of life; and it proceeds in good meaſure from the 
difficulty of bending our joints and ner ves, as well 
as of uſing the faculties of the mind in a way to 


which they have not been addicted. 
"Dex, 
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8 which is worſe than all, e, diſuſed 
to proper Buſineſs and Employment, of courſe they 
contract an habitual indolence and unfitneſs for Bu- 
ſineſs, or rather a vicious attachment | to ſuch hurt- 
ful methods of filling up their time, and exerciſing 
their activity, as do naturally conduce to the im- 
pairing of their health, the debauching of their prin- 
ciples, and endangering the common peace and 
ſafety. This, in all ranks and degrees of men, is 
apt to de attended with fatal conſequences. But in 
thoſe, whoſe circumſtance of life requires the la- 
bour of their hands to find their own ſupport, it 
cannot but be judged big wich the greateſt evils, and 
threaten the community with moſt extream danger. 
For whilſt their Vices are heighten'd to demand a 
greatet expence in the ſupply of them, and they at 
the ſame time are immerſed in ſuch Idleneſs as pro- 
vides not for the leaſt; which way can we look to 
bave their cravings ſatisfied, without ſnatching from 
others what is wanting to themſelves, and waſting 
the neighbourhood with Fraud and Violence? - So 
long as there are but few guilty of ſuch diſorder, the 
care and watchfulneſs of civil Governors may re- 
ſtrain and keep them within bounds. But when 
their numbers increaſe, and the malignity is ſpread 
and diffuſed among the populace, their wants then 
aſk ſupplies in proportion to their numbers, and the 
hands which ſhould labour in the ſervice of the pub- 
lick, are ſo taken off and enervated themſelves, as to 
prove: a burden rather than a defence ; or elſe are in-

Ax now, though. che ap? our Subject is 
ſuch, as needs no laboured Application to- the occa- 
fon of the preſent meeting; yet that Occaſion withal 
is ſuch as deſeryes to be recommended to tlie notice

ſee and embrace « very ſignal opportunity of ſetting 
forward that virtuous Inſtitution and Diſcipline of 
Nuth, which has been ſhewn to be fo highly advan- 
tageous to them, both in their temporal and ſpiritual 
conoerna, and withal ſo greatly — the 
peace and good of the Community. 

Bes tors the other Poor of Ireland, 0 1 are 
many of the Irafb Natvrs bred up in great Ignorance 
and habitual Idleneſs; and in bonſequence of ſuch 
neglect, they labour under great diſtreſs and povet - 
ty, as being deſtitute of the proper means of raiſing 
a ſubſiſtence. At the ſame time there ate large 
tracts of Land lie waſte and uncultivated, which 
might furniſh employment for many hands; at once 
providitig for their own ſupport, and ſecuring peace 
and plenty to the whole Kingdom. The Natives 
beforementioned have a peculiar Language of their 

- own, which is not to be learned without great diffi- 
culty; and this has heretofore been 4 confiderable 
matter of obſtruction to the endeavours which were 

| uſed for their Converfidn. And choogh the neceſſary 
| intercourſe and commerce between chem and the 
Engliſh, has now in a gobd micafore worn out this 
difference, and obliged them to uit the Engii/s 
Tongue in their tranſactions wich us; yet till —_ 
their own Language in uſe among chemſelves, the 
pooreſt and moſt remote of them maſt; be expected 
to be maſters. of no other, and the Children will 


have need of Engliſh Schools and Schioolmaſters to

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inruR 1 For the moſt part they are bred 
with ſtrong averſion and antipathy againſt our Laws, 
our Cuſtoms, our Religion; and having little capa - 
city to judge of the evidence of Truth, or the 
grounds of their Relief, they eaſily ſuck in the fal- 
lacies of Popiſh Emiſſaries, and are poſſeſſed with 
the darkeft ſuperſtitions of that Church, ſuch as paſs 
not on their votaries in other places, where the light 
of the Reformation ſhines with greater ſtrength, to 
give a juſter ſenſe of Chriſtianity, and make their 
Deluſions not likely 0 go down without — and 
palliation.

THERE may be better hope, when we inſtruct | 
Children, on whom ſuch Prejudices have not taken 
hold, 
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hold; who may learn our Language and Retigioo at 
ihe ſame tune, and be inſtructed in ſuch knowledge 
of the Scriptures, as will eſtabliſh and confirm their 
Principles when grown up, and prevent the danger 
of their falling back into che errors of their Fathers. 
Tux poverty of che Faregts induces them to 
give up the Children to ſuch charitable Education:
